Approaching the edge of 
the swamp, you see what -appear to 
be thousands of autumn " leaves 
strewn on the outer breastwork of 
mud. , As you approach, they nearly 
all disappear in the twinkling of'an, 
eye. These are the yellow or bright 
orange coloured claws of a peculiar 
crab which lives:in a hole in the mud.

It is very in- 
teresting, if uncomfortable, to poke 
in these places and discover how the 
mangrove is. constantly adding to 
, the land and stealing from the sea. 
Debris and flotsam get entangled in

groves, like sentient things, are 
‘marching inté the sea. They grow 
‘ outwards, and repeat the process. 
| Hacking your way through a ‘belt 
from ‘the landward side, you may

| changes are so well marked. 

There. was also there,
